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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3, 5-7 and 9-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reasons for 
allowance have been discussed in the previous Office Action. 

3. The Examiner notes the closest prior art to Helm (US 4053096) teaches simultaneous 
welding at a contact point on a chip and at its housing, but does not teach welding an antenna and 
that the contacts that are welded are on the chip itself, Hansson et al. (US 2004021 1058) teaches 
simultaneous bonding of both coil ends of a chip (paragraph [0068]) but does not constitute prior 
art because of its date, and Finn et al. (US 6088230) teaches laying a coil wire by movement of a 
device, but not in a single welding operation and not with the recited recess. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
